You have asked whether the Plumbers Board may set a reduced 
license fee for retired individuals under its authority in RSA 
329-A:5-a to establish licensing fees without complying with 
the requirements of the Administrative Procedures Act relative 
to adoption of rules. The answer to your question is "no," 
because RSA 329-A:14, VII specifically requires the board to 
adopt rules under RSA Ch. 541-A relative to "[t]he establishment 
of all fees required under this chapter." The notice and hearing 
requirements of RSA Ch. 541-A should therefore be complied with 
in setting any new or reduced fee.
